The company falls in at close order, with shouldered 
arms, rifle regiments at the order, the files lightly touch- 
ing, but without crowding ; each man will then occupy a 
space of about 21 inches. The commander of the company 
takes post on the right of the front rank, covered by a 
seijeant in the rear rank ; the lieutenant in rear of the 
second file on the reverse flank, and the ensiffn in rear 
of the centre of the second section from the pivot flank. 
If there is a fourth officer, the junior will be in rear of the 
centre of the second section from the pivot flank. The 
supernumerary rank will be three paces mm the rear rank. 
In this formation companies are to assemble on their 
private parades, being sized from flanks to centre. 

Light Infantry Corps should form company as follows, 
viz : the company is formed in single rank, sized from 
flanks to centre. Point out two men in the centre as the 
centre men, who, (when the word is given " On the centre 
form two deep," " Inwards close, " Quick March,'*) 
will take a pace to the rear ; the two next men closing in 
front of them ; the two next dropping to the rear, and 
so on, each alternate man dropping to the rear, and the 
next closing in front of liim.

Threes — in Telling Opp a Company. 

Note. — The advantages of sections of fours over sec- 
tions of threes. 

A company moving by fours, can trail arms, march over 
broken ground out of step at the double, without losing 
distance, and can get into file without checking the pace. 
When moving by threes this cannot be done. If a com- 
pany has to march to the rear when taking ground to a 
flank by threes, the word of command would be (if right 
is in front), "Threes right shoulders forward," "Right 
about turn," "Forward. When moving by fours the 
word would be simply "Rear turn." It is therefore re- 
conmiended that " Threes " be omitted for Rifle and Light 
Infantry battalions, as all movements in the field can be 
executed without them. 
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Part I. 

As a Company in Line. 

The company standing as No. 1 company of a battalion 
in line. The commander on the right, the covering ser- 
jeant in rear of him, the lieutenant in rear of the 2nd file 
from the outer flank, and the ensign in rear of the centre 
of the 2nd section from the right (or pivot) flank. The 
whole of the supernumeraries three paces from the rear 
rank. 

Note. — In taking ground to a flank by fours, threes, or 
files, or when moving in a column of sub-divisions or 
sections, when right is in front left will always be the 
pivot, and when left is in front right will be the pivot.

Note. — Too much attention cannot be paid to dressing. 
An officer should be acquainted with every man's name 
in his company, so as to check them individually. All 
dressing should be carried on in an under tone, but suffi- 
ciently loud to be heard by the company; the words 
" Eyes front" must be given loud and distinct, when the 
officer will resume his place. The quickest way of getting 
accurate dressing is to be very particular that the first five 
or six files on the dressing flank are in exact line with the 
point to be dressed upon, and when they are so, give the 
word " Steady," as a caution for these men not to move, 
and for the remainder to dress upon them. If the men 
are a little lazy in dressing, (which they sometimes will be 
after a hard day,) after the word steady, give "Carry it 
on, quick," and if not acquainted with their names check 
them by tiieir sections, or by their numbers. 
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If the company overshoots the points (which never 
should occur) the officer will move back the whole of his 
company, and dress the five or six files as soon as the points 
are visible. By adhering to these few simple rules, the 
men will very soon understand their officer, and he will 
have little trouble in dressing them. Nothing tends to 
make men so careless and unsteady, as to find the commander 
of a company perpetually altering his line of dressing ; 
let him be certain that the five or six files are correcQy 
dressed, and it will be the fault of the men themselves if 
they do not conform to it. 

Every company in a battalion should have the same 
method of dressing, as officers are liable to be shifted from 
one division to the other.

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The Battalion. 

1. It is not the intention here to enter into a detailed 
explanation of the movements and evolutions of the 
battalion ; it would only be a repetition of that which is 
so fully laid down in the Field Exercise, Part III., from 
page 69 to 130, and which should be attentively read and 
studied by every officer who wishes to qualify himself to 
take command of a company in battalion. The alterations 
to be recommended too, would be so numerous and con- 
siderable that it would not be advisable in the present 
position of the army to make so great a change. It is, 
therefore, strongly recommended to stick to the^book, with 
the following slight improvements : — ^Do away with gren- 
adier and light companies. Every battalion is now drilled 
to light infantry movements, the same as rifle and light 
infantry corps. Each company should be lettered as a 
regimental designation, and only numbered when forming 
battalion on parade. The companies can then alter their 
numbers an4 position in battalion without confusion, and 
the battalion is much handier in the field. For instance, 
when a portion of a battalion is ordered to skirmish, and 
closes again, the companies composing it should form in 
rear as they successively arrive, as they are supposed to 
have expended their ammunition, and should be the last 
to be sent out again, the whole numbering anew from the 
front. A battalion is very ofren called upon, on active 
service, to work in inverted order. For instance, a 
battalion is advancing in open column of companies, right 
in front, protecting the lefr flank of a brigade or division 
in a line of contiguous columns at deploying distance. 
The leading company suddenly comes upon the enemy, 
and from loss of distance, from the nature of the ground, 
or other causes, the distance of three companies has to be 
filled up on the right. Nothing is laid down in the book 
for such a contingency, without moving the front company, 
which should remain firm as the basis for the others to 
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form upon, and instantly open its fire. The [following 
movement will obviate the difficulty —

on while his comrade covers his advance, 
by aiming at the enemy and distracting his 
attention : he then in turn nms forward 
when the cover is secured, and both con- 
tinue to fire from the spot as circumstances 
and the general movements of the line may 
sanction; always remembering that the 
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great object in advancing is to drive the 
enemy's skirmishers, rapidly and in con- 
fusion on their reserves, giving them no 
time for rallying or making a stand. 

Accvatdv dressed Accurately dressed lines are no object in 
Linee no cbjecL skirmishing : the men must be guided 

entirely by the nature of the ground they 
are acting on ; all that can be desired on 
this head is, that the files should be so 
placed as to support, and fire dear of each 
other. Dressing back after extending (un- 
less for the advantage of cover) should 
never be allowed.

Note. — Whenever skirmishers are called in, or com- 
panies have to join the reserve, they should form in rear, 
and the column will again be numbered by divisions £rom 
the front.

NoTB. — The individual firmness and intelligence of the 
men should at all times enable them to protect themselves 
against the most sudden rush of cavalry that can happen. 
They should be taught to make formations for defence, 
however small, against contingencies of this nature ; two 
files uniting in the first instance back to back, then three 
or four files, and 'so on ; this practice will teach them to 
make the best use of their numbers, whatever they may 
be ; and a skirmisher should be taught to know and fed 
that, individually, a man on foot, with a loaded musket and 
bayonet in his hand, ought to be a match for any horse- 
man. To face danger with firmness and steadiness is, in 
the smallest bodies, and in the worst contingencies, the 
safest course.

— The reserve 
and advanced parties will halt beyond the 
reach of musketry, while strong flanking 
parties are sent round the outdidrts so as 
to turn the position, and threaten the rear ; 
n sure means of making the enemy show 
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himself. As soon as the flanking parties 
have proceeded a sufficient distance for 
their object, the advanced parties and 
reserve will then move on with the utmost 
caution to feel the front, either as a line of 
skirmishers with supports and reserve, or 
by sending forward a single file from the 
advancing party ; and should no enemy be 
discovered, proceed as detailed in No. 1, 
until the wood or village, &c. is passed, 
when the whole will resume their original 
formation. 

4. In ascending a hill — the double file 
will advance cautiously, taking care not to 
show itself on the summit, but creeping up, 
and lying down behind the brow to make 
its observations. The detached double files 
with the same caution, will move round 
the base of the hill, and should no enemy 
be in sight, the whole will advance as 
before.
